THE ROLLER SUIT. 
Statement Concerning the Alleged 

Fraudulent Transfer. 

In the report of a suit brought by 
John C. Roller against Francesca M. 
Roller, to quiet title to lots 4 and 49 
of the Goldsworthy Eighth-strect tract, 
it appears that the statement that the 
property had been transferred to the 
plaintiff by his son, who is defendant’s 
husband, for the purpose of defeating 
his creditors, should have been attrib- 
uted to defendant’s attorney, and not 
to the plaintiff. The statement was 
made by the defendant’s attorney in 
open court and he further stated that 
the plaintiff was suspected of having 
spirited the son, . Roller, away 
so as to come into possession of the 
property. At this time an affidavit 
was filed by the defendant’s 
attorney, John T. Jones, Esq., for the 
purpose of obtaining a continuance of 
the suit. The affidavit sets forth that 
Mrs. Roller has been unable to find 
her husband, and that she saw him 
last at Buena Park. She “verily be- 
lieves he js being secreted by the 
plaintiff... She says she has had de- 
tectives searching for him, without 
success, and that his attorney says he 
does not know of his whereabouts. The 
defendant says she was informed and 
believes that her husband is in Olive, 
Orange county, Cal. ; 

Mrs. Roller expects to prove by her 
husband that the deed was never in 
fact delivered to plaintiff, but that 
the latter in some manner unknown to 
her procured possession of the deed 
after its execution and caused it to be 
recorded: that there was no considera- 
tion whatever; that “long after the 
date of the deed as appears on its 
face, said J. H. Roller, her husband, 
executed a mortgage upon said prem- 
ises, and that the said mortgage is still 
in exeistence:” “that the interest on 
the said mortgage was paid by said 
J. H. Roller and affiant and that ever 
since the execution of the said deed and 
a long time prior thereto, said J. H. 
Roller, continued in possession,”’ etc. 
She says plaintiff never asserted claim 
te the premises until July, 1896. 

John C. Roller, the plaintiff, denies 
that there was any fraudulent intent in 
the conveyance of the property to him- 
seif.. He also makes the somewhat re- 
markable statement that although his 
son left home a year ago, he does not 
know where his son was going nor 
whether he is still alive. The plain-

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STREET CARS COLLIDE. 


University Car Crashes Into a Trace 
tion Car on Spring Street. 


Through either a misunderstanding 
of the rules governing the right-of-way 
of the street cars when at the crossing 
at Spring and Third streets, or wilfull 
stubbornness on the part of the motor- 
neers, a south-bound University car 
crashed into a north-bound Tra —— 
car yesterday afterroon at 4:45 o’c 
That no one was seriously injured os 
due only to the fact that the Traction 
car carried but one passenger at the 
time. Had the car been well filled with 
passengers several casualties must have 
occurred, 

Traction car No. 114, in accordance 
with the rules governing the right-of- 
way at this point, stopped just before 
reaching Spring street to permit a 
north-bound Baker-block car numbered 
86. to pass. Having the right-of-way, 
the motorneer started the car across 
Spring street, paying no attention to 
the rapidly-approaching University car, 
No. 124, bound south. The motorneer 
of the University car Ganged his bell, 
but failed to stop his car, despite the 
fact that the Traction car was half 
way across the track. The collision 
which followed was terrific. The Trac 
tion car, struck amidships, careened. 
The side was battered in, as was the 
roof. Glass from the broken windows 
flew in showers. The heavy iron braces 
of the rear platform steps of the Trac- 
tion car were bent nearly double and 
the entire car was rendered a wreck. 
The I'niversity car was uninjured ex- 
cept for a few broken windows in the 
forward end and the telescoping of the 
front platform, That the collision did 
not result more disastrously to human 
beings is little short of miraculous 
when the usually heavy traffic of that 
time of day is considered.

PEAT LANDS. 

The extensive shipments of celery 
to the Bast from the peat lands of the 
Westminster section, in Orange county, 
by D. E. Smeltzer, a Kansas City com- 
mission man, who owns 200 acres 
there, have led to many inquiries in 
regard to this remarkable land. The 
evening headline paper recently stated 
that about five years ago these peat 
lands were considered worthless, being 
nothing but “swamp wastes,” and that 
they had come into use through the 
efforts of Mr. Smeltser. This state- 
ment is absurdiy incorrect. In the an- 
nual trade number of The Times, pub- 
lished on January 1, 1889, there was 
given a complete and interesting de- 
scription of these famous peat lands, 
and of the wonderful crops of onions, 
potatoes, cabbage, radishes, asparagus 
and other products that were raised 
there.

mortgage contained no provision for 
the payment of a counsel fee by Wolfe.

LEAR cool weather has prevailed 
C during the past week. Reports from 

the outside sections show that 
the rains of a week ago did no mate- 
rial injury to dried fruits, raisins or 
beans, as ample warnings had been 
given through the weather forecasts 
of the probability of showers. 

Fresh fruits are in good supply, es- 
pecially Bartlett pears, grapes and 
Diums. 

There has been no change of import- 
@nce in the dried-fruit market. Hclders 
@re inclined to be firm in their de- 
mands, and it is consequently not very 
easy to make trades. 

Good reports continue to arrive from 
the orange-growing sections. Some ex- 
@ggerated accounts of the probable 
Size of the crop of San Bernardino 
county have been published, but there 
ig every probability that they will be 
60 per cent. larger than last year; not 
60 much on account of increased bear- 
ing of the older orchards, but because 
of the large area of new orchards that 
are coming into bearing. 

The improved price of wool has led 
to several gales during the past week. 
Fall clip is now quoted at 5% to 6 
cents, and epring at 8 to 8% cents. 

An advance in the _ retail price of 
meat of about 20 per cent. has already 
been noted in The Times.

- succession of interests which make 
no claim upon any faculty but that 
of perception; while on the other hand 
the country man of similar condition 
must find his own entertainment. The 
city man in ninety-nine cases out of a 
hundred works under direction in some 
routine employment which calls for lit- 
tle or no individual judgment, and 
puts upon him no responsibility save 
that of the simple task in hand; while 
the country» man at every turn of his 
day’s work meets some condition call- 
ing for discrimination and decision. 
The city man gets his orders from a 
boss or foreman, who exercises the 
whole directing authority and leader- 
ship over his work; the country man 
must determine the times and degrees 
of his labor under the guidance of his 
own experience and judgment. The 
city man gets his pay in a lump from 
an employer; the country man must 
traffiC with ma:itets and prices, and 
exercise some degree of business fac- 
ulty. The duty and responsibility of 
the city man end with the stroke of 
5; the country man knows no eur- 
cease of business care from year end 
to year end. 

“The contrast is not overdrawn: and 
it marks conditions, as affecting the 
man of rural life and industry, all 
tending to the development within 
him of a relatively high sense of 
responsibility and to the discipline of 
his character and capabilities. The 
successful farmer must be a man of 
many kinds of skill; he must be indus- 
trious; he must be frugal; he must 
have judgment as to the details of his 
business; he must have the really high 
quality of initiative—that is ,the ca- 
pacity to “go ahead” upon his own 
motion—and he must have the spirit 
and moral force to wisely and unceas- 
ingly apply his energies. Of those 
who are brought up to country life 
and industry not three out of five 
make thoroughly efficient and success- 
ful farmers. And this being true, it is 
unreasonable to hope that anything 
approaching general success can be ex- 
pected from a body of assisted immi- 
grants, who, having failed in competi- 
tions within their own industrial 
sphere, shall be brought into a new 
industry and a life of which they know 
nothing at all. 

“Knowing as it does that farm work 
calls for vastly more knowledge, cour- 
age, judgment and general capacity 
than city work in its humbler depart- 
ments, the Rural reads with inward 
protest the glowing prophecies of the 
Call to the effect that the colony pro- 
ject ‘means home and competence’ for 
the unemployed and their families, and 
that it ‘will make hundreds of poverty 
stricken ones independent;’ that it 
‘will open the doors of good times to 
the willing, but unfortunate, of the 
cities;’ and it ‘will aid in building up. 
a higher citizenship’ in California, etc., 
etc. 

“These hopes are generous, indeed; 
but they are too high, far too high. 
out of every hundred men assisted 
to the projected settlement in Salinas 
Valley, five shall make even moder- 
ately profitable use of the new oppor- 
tunities and shall work themselves 
into a condition of manly self-mainte- 
nance, quite as much will be achieved 
as the Rural finds itself seriously able 
to hope. Farming at its best, with all 
the alds of experience, inherited apti- 
tude, discipline and skill, is no ‘snap,’ 
as thousands of our farmers will tes- 
tify. To the man without skill, with- 
out the discipline which comes from 
habite of self-directed labor, and with- 
out taste for country life, success is 
well-nigh impossible. It not #0 
easy to be a farmer as some - people 
imagine.” 


Cost of Drying Fruit 
HERE has been a discussion in the 
columns of The Times during the 
past few weeks in regard to the 

profit on dried peaches; that is to say, 

in regard to the cost of drying the 
fruit, regarding which opinions differ 
as much as 100 per cent. In the farm 

department of The Times last week a 

correspondent estimated the cost of 

drying peaches at 1% cents per pound 
of dried fruit. This, as he says, is for 
fruit dried on a large scale, and with 
good appliances. In a local horticultu- 
ral paper, D. Edson Smith of Santa 
Ana. a well known exponent of suc- 
cessful farming on a small scale, gives 
his experience in drying apricots during 
the past season, and delivering the fruit 
at the depot. As will be noted, he 
makes the expense of drying apricots 
more than twice as large as the figures 
quoted by The Times correspondent for 

peaches. Had the work been done on a 

large scale, would doubtless have cost 

much less. 

The subject te an important one, and 
should be thoroughly ventilated, in or- 
der that fruit-growere in this section 
may have an intelligent idea in regard 
to their profite—or losses—as the case 
may be.

Sulphuring Fruits, 

HE question of sulphuring dried 

fruits and nuts continues the 

subject of much debate among the 
horticultural papers. The difficulty 
which growers experience who wish to 
give up the sulphuring is in getting 
dealers to take the product. Last year 
the Fruitman’s Guide of New York 
started a campaign against the prac- 
tice of sulphuring fruits, urging Cali- 
fornia. growers to give it up. At that 
time the agricultural editor of the 
Chronicle offered to assure the Guide 
a good commission upon any orders for 
unsulphured fruit which it could pro- 
cure, at the same time, expressing the 
opinion that not a single order could 
be obtained at even prices. Whether or 
not this is so, there is no record that 
the Guide sent on any orders. 
It is suggested that the walnut 
growers should refuse to sulphur, and 
then put their entire product in the 
hands of two or three strong houses, 
at an extra discount of about 1 per 
cent, to pay for the extra cost of sell- 
ing. As the walnut growers of South- 
ern California have a strong exchange, 
geome such system as this might be 
practicable. Meantime, the system of 
bleaching described last week is quite 
an improvement over the ordinary 


plan. 


Rapid Increase. 

HE rapid increase that has taken 
place in the fruit production of the 
United States. not only in Cali- 
fornia but throughout the country, is 
shown by the statement, published in 
an exchange, that the value of the 
fruit crop in New York State alone 
is now greater than was the entire 
fruit crop of the United States in 1860. 


Oranges That Keep. 

PROOF of the keeping quality 
A of Riverside oranges was recently 

furnished in a showing made by 
B. B. Barney, a prominent orange 
grower of that place, who has St. 
Michael oranges that were picked half 
a year ago. They are said to be as full 


of juice and as fresh of flavor as when 
they were picked.

It would seem, natural that the supply 
of beef stock should increase; but the 
fact is just the reverse. Breeders have 
been indifferent and careless, herds 
everywhere have been allowed to run 
down, and now—all of a sudden—it is 
discovered that there are few cattle in 
the country to meet a demand as great 
or greater than ever before. On the Pa- 
cific Coast breeders appear to have been 
more careless than in the Middle West, 
but they have allowed their stocks to 
be depleted by purchase for eastern 
markets. It is now nearly a year since 
the movement of cattle eastward began 
in Oregon and Washington; and there 
are, perhaps, some who will remember 
that so long ago as last November, the 
Rural Press warned the northern stock 
raisers that for a few dollars presently 
in hand they were in danger of cutting 
off or crippling a source of large fu- 
ture profit. This prophecy has come 
true, for today extravagant prices are 
offered for three-year-old stock in dis- 
tricts where a year ago two-year-olds 
were sold in droves at the moderate 
rates then prevailing. 

“While Oregon and Washington are 
almost bare of beef stock, California 
ds but better off. 
Sherman of the well-known cattle deal- 
ing firm of Sherman & Ealand, after 
a tour of the central districts of the 
State, reports that the ranges are very 
thin, and that the supply of fed stock 
Was unusually short. In the San Joa- 
quin Valley there is no stock for sale, 
and it is not quite clear where the

“Another large cattle buyer, who has 
recently been through the Coast region 
in search of cattle, found buyers thick 
everywhere, and no stock to be had. 
He had, he said, stock in hand to sup- 
ply his demands till November, and 
after that should have to look to Ari- 
zona. This is a source soon exhausted, 
and the present outlook is for general 
scarcity and for higher prices.”

partment to the markets of Great 
Britain. The experiments are not only 
convincing the English consumers that 
the United States can supply their. de- 
mands as satisfactorily: as any other 
country, but the notice which the ex- 
periments are receiving in the press 
direct attention to the existence of 
these promising markets. The Breed- 
ers’ Gazette says: 
‘“As an illustration of the value of 
the department's experiments, and of 
the enterprise of the American people, 
the experience of the proprietor of a 
certain cream may be cited. He 
read the criticisms of the British con- 
sumers regarding our butter, and feel- 
ing confident that he could meet the 
demands of the trade, he shipped two 
tons of butter directly to a man in 
London, whose recommendation con- 
sisted solely of a favorable word for 
American butter. The proprietor had 
never heard of the London merchant 
until he saw his name used in a pub- 
lished account of one of the depart- 
ment’s shipments, and the first inti- 
mation the London merchant received 
of the intention of the creamery 
prietor was the notice of the co 
The Agricultural Department 


has just been advised by its agent in 
Lon concerning this particular 
shipment. It arrived in @ue time in 


London, was delivered to the houge to 
which it Was consigned, was pro- 
nounced to be as fine butter as any 
that had been shipped from the United 
States, and was promptly sold to a re-. 
taller, who paid a little more than 21 
cents a pound for the entire shipment. 
The same butter was worth at the time 
about 16 cents a pound in New York. 

“In this connection it should be re- 
marked that none but first-class butter 
should be shipped to London. The de- 

ment is now endeavoring to learn 
rom the London merchants the names 
of their customers who buy American 
butter, and the Secretary is sanguine 
that there will be no aifficulty in event- 
ually convincing the English people 
of the value of American butter. When 
this is done, shipments can be made 
direct from our creamertes to respon- 
sible agents everywhere in Great Brit- 
ain. When the firet consignments in 
the department's shipments reached 
London, much stress was laid upon 
the size and shape of the packages. 
The American square box was pre- 
ferred, Later ehipments, however, 
have developed the fact that first- 
class butter in sixty-pound tubs selis 
as well as any in Australian packages.

_SALE OF A MINE IN THE EAGLE 
MOUNTAIN DISTRICT. 


Alaska Mining Schemes—For Copper 
River—Sulphur Mines—The Silver 
King of Arizona—Temperature 
Below Ground—Reyising Mining 
Laws—The Price of Lead. 


Quite a number of prospectors are 
heginning to start out inte the moun- 
tain sections around Los Angeles. In 
@ month or so, as soon as the rain 
commences, and the temperature de- 
creases, there will be a big emigration 
of gold-hunters into the desert coun- 
try north and east of Los Angeles, and 
some important strikes may be looked 
for this winter. 

AN IMPORTANT DEAL. 

A mining deal of much importance 
has been made in the Eagle Mountain 
district, mear the Colorado Desert, 
concerning which district reports have 
been pubilshed in The Times. This 
district is located about forty miles 
northeast of Walters Station, on the 
Southern Pacific, west of Salton. The 
ledges contain gold and copper. ~ The 
greatest depth yet attained in these 
mines is less than two hundred feet. 

The sale referred to is one by which 
the Iron Chief mine has been sold, at 
a price stated to be $150,000, to C. D. 
Lane, the well-known millionaire min- 
ing *man of San Francisco, who ob- 
tained much notoriety by contributing 
a large amount of money to the Bryan 
campaign. Mr. Lane is putting a large 
force of men to work on the mine. 
This investment will undoubtedly re- 
sult in drawing the attention of capi- 
talists throughout the country to the 
Colorado Desert as a mining field. 

ALASKA FAKES. 

The criticism of fake Alaska schemes 
by Capt. Jack Crawford, in an east- 
€rn paper, which was copied in The 
Times a few days ago, is in line with 
similar warnings that have been given 
in this department on several occa- 
sions.

FOR COPPER RIVER. 

Los Angeles will contribute a contin- 
went of gold-seekers for the Copper 
River, in Alaska, the party to leave 
the end of this week. Copper River is 
said to be very rich. In any case, it

Klondyke. Mining is said to be possi- 
ble there for eight or nine months in 
the year, and in any case prospectors 
who do not find gold can get home eas- 
ily, which is quite an advantage. 
SULPHUR MINES. 

The Mexican Sulphur Company has 
begun the extensive development of its 
property near the Hardy Colorado 
River, in Lower California. A railroad 
is to be built from the ‘mine to the 
river, seven miles. A thousand tons of 
sulphur ore is now on the dump, the 
result of prospecting for some weeks. 
The manager says the ore assays 80 
per cent. pure sulphur. It will be 
shipped in a crude state; that destined 
for the Pacific Coast on river barges 
to Yuma; eastern shipments will be 
made on vessels loaded from barges 
“at the head of the Gulf of California. 
The method of mining the ore is sim- 
ple. Wagons are driven in the deep 
vertical cuts, the walls of which are 
of sulphur, and the ore is simply broken 
down and loaded in the wagons below 
by means of chutes. Very litile time 
; is required to load a two-ton wagon, 
: and another immediately takes its 

_* place. The ore is combustible, and 
a@ piece of it burns readily if lighted. 
THE FAMOUS SILVER KING. 
i It is stated that the well-known Sil- 
; Wer King mine of Pinal county, Ari- 
| Zona, is again being actively worked, 
1 @ new body-of ore having been struck 
On the 200-foot level. The Silver King 
Was in many respects the most won- 
derful mine ever discovered in Arizona. 
‘There is only one other mine on the 
North American continent—the Bato 
Pilas mine of Boss Shepherd, in Chi- 
huahua, Mex.—-which has yielded such 
jJarge quantities of silver. It was a 
common sight to see the superinten- 
dent, Aaron Mason, who died in Los 
Angeles a couple of years ago, come 
down from the mine to Pinal City 
with long ribbons of native silver 
twisted around his sombrero. Fifteen 
years ago the twenty-stamp King mill 
at Pinal was pounding out silver night 
and day. The mill has since been re- 
moved to the mine, five miles distant. 
TEMPERATURE BELOW GROUND. 

The question of the temperature that 
ig found at great depths underground 
is an interesting one, and is a fre- 
quent subject of discussion among 
mining men. An eastern correspondent 
of The Times, in the issue of Sunday 
last, stated that the temperature is 
estimated to increase one degree for 
every forty-five feet of depth, until 
a depth of 2000 feet is reached, and be- 
low that as much as one degree for 
eve twenty-five feet of additional 
depth. This is not in accordance with 
the generally accepted theory, which 
is that the temperature increases one 

for every sixty feet in 
An interesting experiment 
made near Pittsburgh, where a well is 
ee | bored to ascertain the conditions 
wh prevail at great depths. The well! 
is now over a mile deep, and when it 
is finished is expected to reach a depth 
of two miles. 

The fact is, that all these estimates 
fin regard to the regular increase of 
temperature are errroneous. Further- 
more, it is impossible to obtain aecu- 
rate records with an ordinary ther- 
mometer, in an open well or shaft. 
Most of these estimates in regard to 
underground temperature have been 
obtained from a@ deep salt well in Aus- 
tria where the water in the well equal- 
the 

e only authentic and exact inves- 
tigation of this description that has 
been made at great depth was by 
Charies Yorman of this city, in the 
Forman shaft on the Comstock, which 
wae sunk to a depth of 3200 feet. Mr. 
Forman obtained underground ther- 
mometers from Europe, then, while the 

t was being sunk, he had holes 

led into the sides every fifty feet 
or 80, in which the thermometers were 
placed, closing the holes with olay, 
and leaving the thermometers in for 
twelves hours. The. experiment at- 
tracted much attention among Euro- 
pean scientists. Following are the tem. 
reratures of the ground from the sur- 
acé to a depth of 2300 feet. It will be 


noticed that the inerease of tempera- 
ture is by no’ means regular: —

which the temperature of the rocks are 
sensibly influenced by the change in 
temperature at the surface of the earth, 
experiments have shown that there is & 
rise in temperature equal to about 1 
deg.

In different localities this ratio of in- 
crease has varied from 1 deg. for for- 
ty-five feet to 1 deg. for sixty feet in 
depth. This variation is probably ow- 
ing to the difference in the conductive 
power of the rocks, and the proximity 
to sources of volcanic heat. The ex- 
periments, thus far made, have been at 
depths, all of which are less than one 
mile. Since one mile is only about 
one three thousand nine hundred and 
fifty-sixth of the average distance from 
the surface to the center of the earth, 
the experiments are insufficient to war- 
rant a definite conclusion concerning 
the internal temperature of the earth. 
REVISING THE MINING LAWS. 
The Committee on Revision of the 
Federal mining laws, appointed last 
July, held a meeting at Denver Sep- 
tember 3, and adjourned to meet again 
in Washington during December, when 
its work will be pressed on the atten- 
tion of Congress. According to a San 
Francisco paper, some very radical 
changes in the mining laws are certain 
of accomplishment, whether the radi- 
cal changes which this committee will 
present be favored by the next Con- 
gress or not. There is throughout the 
western mining States a growing de- 
mand for revision, and a growing read- 
iness to codperate in securing it. In all 
the mining States there is a growing 
and costly tangle of litigation, the ex- 
istence of which is favored by the pres- 
ent condition of the law and the de- 
cisions. The substitution of an annual 
fee for the assessment work now re- 
quired was one of the ideas favored by 
the committee. The doing away of the 
apex law, permitting an owner to fol- 
low his vein, within his end lines, to 
any distance at any angle, was also 
favorably discussed. It was proposed, 
as a compensation, to make the size of 
@ quartz claim 1320 feet each way, giv- 
ing forty acres of area, and limiting 
ownership to the penpendicular limits of 


‘the claim. It was unanimously agreed 


that the tunnel-site law should be re- 
pealed. Other modifications were dis- 
cussed. Before the end of the eg a 
definite report will be formulated. 
SILVER IN SEPTEMBER. 

Bar silver went lower in New York 
last month than was ever before re- 
corded.

Stocks are very 
low. It is probable that with a fur- 
ther rise many silver mines which con- 
tain lead ore will resume operations. 
It is said that with lead at $4.50 even; 
ores running ten ounces in silver and 
10 per cent. lead will make a net gain 
of 60 cents per ton, with silver at 50 
cents per ounce, as compared with 
cents per ounce in July, with lead at 
the price then ruling. 

MINING STOCKS AS PREMIUMS. 

An indication of the manner in which 
ithe eastern public has become in- 
fected with the mining fever is shown 
in the advertising pages of a well- 
known New York journal, where .a 
firm of perfumers offer a share of min- 
ing stock with every dollars worth of 
goods purchased. The mine is located 
in Arkansas, and it is announced that 
the stock sells “at par” $1 per share. 
Most of the stocks quoted on the Los 
Angeles Exchange sell at a dollar a 


share, when they are at par, but; 


meantime. they can be purchased at 
from half a cent to 2% cents a share, 
at which price an enterprising dealer 
could easily afford to give away a 
Share with every dollar's worth of 
goods purchased.

A Physician Writes of the Health 
ef Randsbura and Vicinity. 
RANDSBURG, Oct. 5, 1897.—{To the 
Editor of The Times:} I write you to 
make a few corrections through your 
widely-circulated, popular and much- 
appreciated journal, of much misin- 
formation and generally mistaken im- 
pressions respecting the climate of the 
Mojave Desert, or that portion of it 
relative to Randsburg. Those faise hn- 
pressions arose through exaggerated 
tales of sickness and misfortune which 
befell them who were inadequately 
prepared for the trip they were to 
take, and in many cases weak physi- 
cally and stricken with disease ore 
The yo generally ts 

climate, 

pees. and I say this knowing of what 
say through experience and by ob- 
serving every detail and phase of the 
weather for at least one year. In the 
latter part of fall and during the 
first winter months, we are visited by 
oceasional cold winds that iast for 
two or three days; then a period of ten 
days or two weeks will elapse of the 
most beautiful weather before the next 
appearance of the wind, and so on for 
two or three months. Last winter, 
during the last of December and first 
of Janwary, there was a snowfall of 
about eighteen inches, which lay aito- 
gether ten days on the ground. There 
ie a rainfall of about eight or ten 
inches during the winter and spring 
manths, and an occasional thunder 
shower during the summer and 
months. The heat of summer is 
oppressive, due to the light, dry at- 
mosphere here and the consequent lack 
of humidity. In summer we are re- 
lieved of the afternoon heat by the 
cool and refreshing breezes or trade 
winds from the west. The nights are 
invariably cool, and any one can sleep 
comfortably with a covering. The 
atmosphere during the evenings of July 
and August is balmy one 
hr.

The altitude of 
ndsburg is 3728 feet above sea level, 


which is about the proper altitude for 
a healthful climate. It is an ideal 
climate for those affected with asthma, 
and I have failed to find one case that 
it has not relieved, and to some extent 
benefited, and in many cases there is 
complete relief. For the benefits to be 
derived from the climate by consump- 
tive patients I have not had a sufficient 
number under my notice in this cli- 
mate to state with authority what 
they are.

MUNICIPAL BONDS. Muncipal 
‘bonds are at present in good demand 
in this country. The Engineering Rec- 
ord calls attention to the fact that this 
is a good time for towns and cities to 
‘undertake needed public improvements, 
Securities of towns in good credit now 
command such a premium that the in- 
terest charge is very low. Besides, 
materials used in construction have not 
yet appreciably advanced from the ab- 
normally low rates prevailing this year. 

In confirmation of this opinion, the 

‘Record quoted the following, from a 
correspondent, who is familiar with 
the municipal bond markets: 

“We beg to call your attention to 
the rate of interest which the follow- 
ing cities have been compelled to pay 
for money borrowed last year and dur- 
ing the present year. You will under- 
stand that in many instances the bonds 
bore a higher rate of interest, but sold 
at a premium; hente, the figures we 
give represent the net rate per an- 
num which the city was compelled to

UNBUSINESSLIKE FARMERS. 
Farmers are always ready to complain 
about the exactions of the commission 
men, but they generally fail to realize 
that they themselves are often some- 
whet unreasonable in their dealings. A 
prominent Los Angeles-street commis- 
sion man Was telling of an instance 
of this kind which happened to him a 
few days ago. A farmer came in with 
some samples of onions, which were 
very good, and a shipment was or- 
dered. When the onions were deliv- 
ered, it was found that there was 
searcely one in the whole shipment 
that was equal to the samples. The 
farmer then promised to bring around 
another load, at the stipulated price 
of 70 cents, with the condition that if 
they were not up to the mark they 
should not be accepted. When he 
brought them, the merchant found 
them all rieht, and prepared to pay for 
them, when he was told that another 
man had offered 75 cents, and that he 
would have to pay that price, if he 
wanted them. It was in vain to argue 
that an agreement was made, and as 
the commission man necded the onions 
he paid the increased price, under pro- 
test, but he will naturally give that 
preducer a wide berth from now on. 

Mimilar instances might be cited al- 
most indefinitely. As between the 
farmers and the commission man, the 
latter ie by no means the only one 
open to criticiem.

PLANS MADE TO BRIDGE SANTA 
; ANA RIVER, 
- 
Public Feeling Demands an Ade- 
quate Sewer System—Bonds May 


be Voted—A New Cannery to be 
Established in the County. 


SANTA ANA, Oct. %.—[{Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Plans for the construction of a 
new bridge across the Santa tAna River on 
the Chapman street extension west of Orange 
were submitted Wednesday to the Board of 
Supervisors. A bonus of $256 had been offered 


by H. Clay Kellogg, County Surveyor of 
this county; by Arthur & Sawyer of Monrovia, 
and by D. P. N. Liute of Los Angeles. The 
plan of Surveyor Kellogg was adopted after a 
few changes in minor particulars. 

The new bridge will be 500 feet in length, 
and will be constructed of wood, with con- 
crete foundations, At the western approach 
there will be twelve span#, each 22 feet in 
length, resting on piling driven into the 
sand of the river bottom. In the center there 
will be four sixty-foot spans, supported by 
steel braces, and reeting on piles of irun and 
concrete. The remaining length of the bridge 
will be covered by the twenty-two foot spans 
similar to those at the other end. The road- 
way will be eighteen feet in width, and will 
be covered with a layer of asphalt. 

The bridge, when constructed, will be the 
largest in the county. It will be built by 
contract, and bids will be invited for this
